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Summer  marks  the 
beginning  of  many  seasons  of 
change  at  Peace  College.  As 
each  young  woman  leaves  the 
secure  cocoon  of  high  school, 
friends,  and  family,  she  enters 
a  new  era  in  her  life.  New 
friends  are  made,  relationships 
with  parents  are  strengthened, 
and  self-concepts  enhanced  by 
the  journey  through  the  Peace 
experience. 

Often  a  student's  first 
experience  with  college  life  is 
the  summer  Writing  Institute. 
Here  she  learns  what  will  be 
expected  of  her  in  college 
academics  and  what  it  is  like  to 
be  away  from  home.  MTV 
night,  Duke  Chapel,  a  tea  and 
fashion  show  at  Hudson  Belk, 
the  Art  museum,  and  an 
afternoon  jazz  concert  at 
Shelley  Lake  contribute  to  the 
orientation  to  Raleigh  and  to 
college  life.  The  friendships 
formed  are  many  times  lasting. 
Students  leave  with  a  keen 
sense  of  accomplishment, 
stronger  writing  skills,  and  an 
eagerness  for  the  year  to 
begin  .  .  . 
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For  others,  summer  is  filled 
with  jobs,  summer  school,  going 
abroad,  and  family  vacations. 
Over  the  summer,  roommates 
connect,  each  hoping  for  the  best 
dorm  experience.  Preparations 
are  made  for  moving  in  the  fall  to 
a  new  home. 

Some  fortunate  Peace 
students  travel  abroad  to  study  at 


Warborough  College  in  Oxford, 
England.  This  past  summer,  Dr. 
Anne  Fountain  and  thirteen 
Peace  students  spent  four  weeks 
studying  British  architecture  and 
seeing  such  sights  as  Stonehenge 
and  St.  Thomas  Cathedral. 

As  summer  ends,  students  em- 
bark on  Peace,  and  a  new  chap- 
ter in  their  lives  begins.  Cars 


loaded  with  boxes,  clothes, 
stereos,  favorite  stuffed  animals 
and  pictures  of  home  converge 
on  an  empty  campus  one  hot, 
August  afternoon.  By  nightfall, 
goodbyes  have  been  said,  dorms 
are  full,  and  parents  have  left, 
leaving  their  precious  cargos  be- 
hind .  .  . 
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Fall  arrives.  The  days  go  faster. 
Classes  are  begun,  and  profes- 
sors are  "psyched  out."  Orienta- 
tion attempts  to  acclimate 
students  to  their  new  home. 
While  making  the  transition  from 
home  to  college  is  often  one  of 
the  most  stressful  and  difficult 
times  of  a  person's  life,  it  can  also 
be  one  the  most  exciting.  Sopho- 
mores serve  as  big  sisters  in  an  ef- 
fort to  make  the  transition  easier. 

An  annual  Big/Sister  —  Little/ 
Sister  picnic  gives  both  sopho- 
mores and  freshmen  a  chance  to 
make  new  friends  and  renew  old 
ones.   During  Peanut  Week, 


sponsored  by  the  Peace  Student 
Christian  Association,  students 
and  faculty  draw  names  and 
secretly  give  goodies  to  one  an- 
other.

With  adjustments  made  and 
new  friends  secured,  students 
begin  the  important  task  of  the 
next  two  years  —  stretching  the 
minds  in  ways  not  thought  pos- 
sible, learning  about  concepts 
only  dreamed  about,  and  obtain- 
ing what  can  never  be  lost  —  a 
college  education  .  .  .

The  weather  changes.  Morn- 
ings are  cool  and  afternoons 
steamy.  Football  games,  mixers, 
and  road  trips  to  Chapel  Hill 
occupy  long-awaited  weekends. 
Hurricane  Hugo  crashes  the 
mainland,  leaving  many  anxious 
about  family  and  friends. 
Students  settle  into  a  routine  of 


studying,  projects,  papers,  work 
and  play. 

In  early  autumn.  Peace  pro- 
duces its  own  traditional  version 
of  the  "Dating  Game."  N.C. 
State  fraternity  guys  try  their  luck 
winning  a  date  with  a  Peace  gid. 
Fall  is  highlighted  by  Parents 
Weekend.  Rooms  are  frantically 
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cleaned,  sheets  changed,  clothes 
washed.  Parents  visit  classrooms, 
meet  their  daughters'  professors, 
and  enjoy  a  pig-pickin'  on  front 
campus.  Students  entertain  par- 
ents with  a  talent  show,  and  on 
Sunday,  parents  join  their 
daughters  in  Chapel  and  then  for 
brunch  with  President  Briggs. 


Students  send  parents  home 
Sunday  afternoon  with  the  assur- 
ances that  they  are  indeed  cop- 
ing with  college  life.  Thanks- 
giving vacation  doesn't  seem  all 
that  far  away  now  .  .  . 
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Lone  trees  laden  with  icicles  bend  in  the 
winter  sun.  Temperatures  drop,  and 
everyone  prays  for  snow.  The  fountain  and 
brick  walkways  ice  over.  Peace  becomes  a 
winter  wonderland.  Sledding,  making  snow 
cream,  tramping  to  class  bundled  in  boots  and 
scarves  make  winter  a  magical  time. 

The  holiday  season  descends  upon  Peace. 
The  annual  Christmas  party  hosted  by  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Briggs  highlight  the  days  before 
Christmas  vacation.  Mrs.  Briggs  hangs  hand- 
made ornaments  for  each  Peace  student  on 
an  enormous  tree  in  their  living  room. 
Students  mingle  with  faculty  over  delicious 
sweets  and  canopies  and  talk  of  the  past 
semester  and  future  plans  for  the  holidays .  .  . 
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The  Christmas  chain,  ex- 
changing presents,  the  Christmas 
Concert,  hall  parties,  and  trees 
sparkling  with  tiny  lights  signal 
the  euphoria  of  the  Christmas 
season,  but  exams  loom  in  the 
midst  of  the  excitement.  All- 
nighters,  review  sessions, 
dreaded  anxiety  attacks,  and 
final  papers  mark  the  week  be- 
fore vacation  begins.  Somehow 
exams  are  completed,  and 
grades  are  given.  Students  leave 
for  home  relieved  with  that  A  or 
B  and  look  forward  to  visits  with 
family  and  friends.  Some  Peace 
students  go  on  a  school- 
sponsored  ski  trip  to  the  North 
Carolina  mountains  during 
Christmas  vacation.  They  return 
to  campus  often  aware  that  in  a 
few  short  months,  they,  like  the 
seasons,  have  changed.  No  longer 
are  they  the  green  inexperienced 
freshmen  they  were  in  Sep- 
tember; they  are  growing  and 
maturing,  like  the  bronze  and 
gold  leaves  of  fall,  into  strong, 
confident  young  women. 
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As  winter  ends  and  spring  begins,  so  marks 
the  last  leg  of  a  Peace  student's  journey  toward 
her  degree  and  graduation.  Announcements 
are  mailed,  and  the  search  for  the  perfect  white 
dress  is  begun.  As  graduation  nears,  bonds 
strengthen  between  friends,  knowing  that  some 
will  soon  be  far  away. 
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Mixed  emotions  of  joy  and  sadness  fill  the 
heart,  and  clouds  of  anxiety  settle  in  before  ex- 
citement about  the  future  takes  over.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  class  of  1990  know  they  will  never 
forget  the  home  they  found  at  Peace  two  short 
years  ago. 
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The  day  finally  arrives,  and  once  again  the 
long,  white  gowns  and  traditional  red  roses  fill 
the  college  green  in  a  blaze  of  color.  Awards  of 
excellence  and  leadership  are  bestowed  upon 
deserving  graduates,  and  students  listen  as 
one  of  their  own  gives  them  a  final  charge  for 
the  future.  Parents  proudly  look  on  as  their 
daughters  receive  their  diplomas  and  white 
Bibles,  which  symbolize  their  faith  and  hope 
for  a  rewarding  future. 


As  the  graduates  encircle  the  fountain, 
memories  of  love  and  friendship  encircle  their 
hearts.  After  the  Alma  Mater  is  sung,  each 
graduate  tosses  a  single  rose  into  the  fountain, 
leaving  behind  a  piece  of  herself  at  Peace.  Her 
two  years  have  come  full  circle,  as  have  the 
seasons.  Soon  she  will  embark  on  yet  another 
chapter  in  her  life,  rejuvenated  and  prepared 
by  her  stay  at  Peace  .  .  .

Those  same  carefree  girls  of 
summer,  who  quickly  had  to  face 
the  hard  reality  of  homework, 
deadlines,  papers,  and  exams, 
have  been  revitalized  by  spring 
and  transformed  into  serious 
young  women  of  the  future  who 
will  face  the  challenges  of  the 
nineties  with  confidence  made 
possible  by  her  seasons  of 
change  at  Peace.
